Hon. J. C. Doherty has yiven no: 
tice in the house of commons of an 
act to amend the Canada Temper- 
anc: Act, so that the Scott Act may 
be enforced ‘in Alberta .and Saskat- 
chewan. The act may be enforced in 
the other provinces, except in British 
Columtia, where no provision for its 
enforcement is yet. made, at the 
pleasure of the ratepayers as exuclss- 
ed at the polls. 

The Scott Act permts of county 
probition and is in force in many 
counties in Canada. Before it could 
be applied to, Alberta or Saskatchew- 
an it would be necessary to create 
temperance districts as there are nu 
counties in cither of these provinces. 
It is not at all likely that any at 
tempt will be made to pass the acc 
in either of these provinces, ‘iowever 
as the temperance forces of the ,0- 
vince will fight for provincial pre ui- 
tition on a gener! provintial plems- 
cite.
